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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Barnstaple. 


The  Barnstaple  Rural  District  comprises  an  area  of  132,059 
acres,  and  contained  at  the  census  of  1911  a population  of  18,184 
persons,  of  whom  8,669  were  males  and  9,515  females.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  was  4,317.  The  uninhabited  houses 
were  320. 

Considering  its  large  extent  the  district  is  a sparsely  popu- 
lated one.  It  contains  36  parishes,  included  in  which  are  various 
popular  seaside  villages,  such  as  Instow,  Combe  Martin,  Woola- 
combe,  Croyde,  Morthoe  and  Saunton,  all  of  which  have  a much 
increased  summer  population.  The  inland  villages  of  Bratton, 
Brendon,  Braunton,  Ashford,  and  Challacombe  are  also  becoming 
increasingly  popular  during  the  summer  season. 

The  social  condition  of  the  inhabitants  is  on  the  whole  very 
satisfactory  and  has  much  improved  during  I’ecent  years.  The 
majority  of  the  population  are,  naturally,  from  the  character  of 
the  district,  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Some  of  those 
living  in  the  coast  villages  are  occupied  in  the  fishing  industry 
and  in  catering  for  visitors.  In  two  villages,  Fremington  and 
Knowle,  are  potteries  which  give  employment  to  a small  number 
of  people. 

The  total  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £146,376. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  last  few  years  much  improvement  has  been 
recorded  at  various  times  in  the  water  supply  of  the  District. 
Excellent  supplies  exist  in  the  following  larger  villages — Braunton, 
Woolacombe,  Morthoe,  Countisbury,  Swimbridgo,  Bishopstawton, 
Fremington,  and  Instow,  the  last  three  being  supplied  by  the 
Barnstaple  Water  Company.  Anlysos  made  of  these  waters  have 


invai’iably  been  most  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  smaller  villages, 
such  as  Kiiowle,  Berrynarbor,  Saunton,  and  Westleigh  have 
satisfactory  public  supplies.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is 
entirely  dependent  upon  public  and  private  wells,  some  of  which 
are  so  situated  as  to  be  at  times  in  danger  of  pollution  from 
surface  drainage  and  manured  gardens. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  during  the  past  year  to  sug.gest 
contamination  of  any  of  the  supplies  by  lead. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  parishes  of  Westleigh,  Instow,  Braunton,  Fremington, 
and  Bishop’s  Tawton  discharge  their  crude  sewage  into  the  tidal 
rivers  Taw  and  Torridge.  In  each  case  the  effluent  is  situated  in 
such  a manner  as  to  meet  with  the  sanction  of  the  Taw  and 
Torridge  Fishery  Board. 

Certain  of  the  villages  discharge  directly  into  the  sea,  such 
as  Morthoe,  at  North  Morte ; Woolacombe ; Braunton,  at  Vellator; 
Combomartin  and  Countisbury.  At  Saunton,  which  is  a small 
seaside  hamlet,  the  sewage  is  retained  in  a large  receiving  tank 
and  is  released  on  the  ebb  tide. 

Pollution  of  streams  occurs  at  various  parts  of  the  district, 
as  the  result  of  the  drainage  of  small  villages  and  groups  of 
cottages.  Landkey  is  a village  to  which  this  applies  in  particular. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Arrangements  with  regard  to  the  sewerage  of  some  of  the 
larger  villages  are  most  excellent.  Combemartin,  Woolacombe, 
AVestlcigh,  Swimbridge,  Bro-unton,  Instow,  and  Bickington  have 
all  modern  systems.  Where  possible  the  sewage  is  discharged  into 
the  sea,  in  some  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  sewage  is  by  a system 
cf  irrigation,  viz.,  Westdown,  Bickington,  and  Georgeham. 

Sewers  on  a much  smaller  scale  exist  in  other  parishes  and 
so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  fulfil,  with  certain  exceptions  referred 
to  later,  their  purpose.  AWiere  there  is  an  absence  of  sewer  the 
slop  waters  arc  thrown  on  to  the  back  yards  of  the  cottages  and 
generally  find  their  way  on  to  the  highway  and  streams. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  a scattered  rural  district  such  as  this  earth  closets  are  by 
far  the  most  satisfactory  means  for  the  disposal  of  excremental 
matter.  It  is,  however,  most  essential  that  they  should  receive 
l)roper  attention  and  supervision.  There  are  many  instances 
where  they  have  been  erected  to  replace  the  old  fashioned  privy 
midden,  and  are  found  to  be  Ivept  in  a most  unwholesome  condi- 
tion. Where  they  have  been  used  care,  has  been  invariably  taken 


to  explain  their  proper  management,’ but  it  still  sterns  difficult  to 
make  occupiers  understand  the  necessity  to  follow  the  instmetions 
which  have  been  given ; in  come  cases  it  is  a matter  of  deliberate 
neglect  and  carelessness. 

In  the  larger  villages  with  public  water  supplies  water  closets 
are  general.  The  majority  are  flushed  by  a two  or  three  gallon 
flushing  tank.  A few  are  hand  flushed. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  more  progressive  villages  have  adapted  a system  of 
public  scavenging,  notably  Braunton,  Woolacombe,  Instow,  and 
Combemartin. 

The  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies,  and  cesspools  is  done 
or  is  supposed  to  be  done  by  the  householder.

There  are  42  Schools  in  the  district,  the  sanitary  condition  of 
which  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  The  following  have  boon

FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  during  the  year  to  connect  any 
sickness  with  an  unwholesome  milk  supply,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  insufficient  care  is  taken  in  milking,  in  the  storage 
and  distribution  of  milk.  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk 
Shops  Order  is  not  as  fully  appreciated  as  it  should  be.  Your 
Inspectors  are  paying  special  attention  to  this  Order,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a more  favourable  report  upon  its  working  may  be 
presented  in  the  future.

Tawton  and  Swimbridge  1 each.  Twenty-six  plans  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

1 Staff. 

There  are  two  Sanitary  Inspectors — Mr.  John  Ackland,  the 
senior,  who  was  released  from  active  service  April  1st,  1919, 
and  Mr.  David  J.  Dean,  who  joined  the  staff  in  January, 
1919.  These  two  officers  have  got  through  a very  considerable 
amount  of  general  routine  work. 

2 Hospital  Accommodation. — Nil. 

3 Local  Acts  or  General  Adoptive  Acts. 

(a)  Urban  powers  are  in  force  in  regard  to  the  following 

parishes  : — 

Morthoe. — For  removal  of  house  refuse,  the  watering  and 
cleansing  of  streets,  and  bye-laws  with  regard  to  bathing. 
Instow. — For  removal  of  house  refuse. 

Braunton. — For  removal  of  house  refuse,  cleansing  and 
watering  of  the  streets, 

Combemartin. — For  the  cleansing  and  watering  of  the 
streets  and  the  removal  of  house  refuse.  The  streets  are 
regularly  swept  throughout  the  year,  watering  takes  place 
during  16  weeks  of  the  summer  months.  The  collection 
of  house  refuse  is  done  weekly. 

Ccuntlsbury. — For  the  removal  of  house  refuse. 

(b)  Bye-laws  for  the  better  supervision  of  slaughterhouses 
apply  to  the  following  parishes : — Berrynarbor,  Bi.shop’s 
Tawton,  Bratton  Fleming,  Braunton,  Combemai’tin, 
Countisbury,  Fremington,  Georgeham,  Instow,  Landkey, 
Morthoe,  Marwood,  Parracombe,  Swimbridge,  and 
Tawstock.

Diphtheria. — Total  number  of  cases  notified,  40;  deaths,  3.  These 
cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Tawstock,  1 ; Marwood,  2 ; 
Bickington,  25 ; Fremington,  12.  It  will  be  seen  that  by  far 
the  larger  proportion  of  cases  occurred  in  Bickington  and 
Fremington.  In  the  former  district  the  outbreak  assumed 
a very  serious  aspect  at  one  time.  In  some  instances  the 
infection  was  of  a very  severe  type.  All  the  deaths  occurred 
in  this  parish.  The  schools  were  closed  for  a considerable 
period.  A systema1;ic  swabbing  of  the  throats  of  the  children 
attending  Bickington  School  was  successful  in  discovering  one 
or  two  carriers.  Several  other  carriers  were  also  identified — 
two  or  three  amongst  adults,  in  one  of  whom  the  causal 
organism  of  diphtheria  persisted  for  several  months  in  spite 
of  continued  treatment  and  of  the  fact  that  the  health  was 
excellent.  This  disease  is  one  fraught  with  much  danger,  both 
immediate  and  remote.  The  debility  so  often  following 
diphtheria  being  a constant  menace  to  a child’s  health  for 
many  months.  The  disease  is  a most  infectious  one,  and  one 
which  repays  any  effort  made  to  isolate  it  at  its  first 
appearance.  As  long  as  we  are  without  Isolation  Accommo- 
dation so  long  must  we  be  prepared  for  epidemics  of  this 
character  spreading  as  they  do,  and  carrying  with  them  their 
big  death  roll  and  severe  disablement  often  for  many  months. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Total  cases  notified,  48 ; deaths,  0.  This  epidemic, 
which  was  scattered  widely  throughout  the  area,  was  of  a 
mild  character,  many  cases  escaping  notification.  The  cases 
were  distributed  as  follows : — Combe  Martin,  2 ; Marwood, 
18  ; Kentisbury,  4 ; Sherwill,  1 ; Landkey,  10 ; Swimbridge,  3 ; 
Fremington,  4 ; Instow,  6.  Braunton  Council  School,  Mar- 
wood and  Landkey  Church  Schools  were  closed  for  a few 
weeks. 

Gerebro-Spinal. — One  case,  a fatal  one,  was  notified.  The  illness 
was  of  short  duration,  and  the  patient  was  a young  man  of 
nineteen  years  of  age.  There  was  no  evidence  as  to  how  he 
became  infected,  nor  has  there  been  any  suspicious  case  in 
the  neighbourhood. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  case  of  Typhoid  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  only  case  notified  was  in  the  Countisbury 
Parish.  Th  disease  was  of  a mild  character.  There  was  no 
evidence  as  to  the  source  of  infection.  A case  removed  from 
Swimbridge  died  in  the  North  Devon  Infirmary  from  Puerperal 
Scepticamia. 

Erysipelas. — 4 cases — Sherwill,  Bickington,  Berrynarbor,  and 
Bratton  one  case  each. 

Pneumonia. — Twenty-three  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified.  This 
by  no  means  represents  the  actual  number  of  cases  which 
must  have  occurred  during  the  year.  No  less  than  28  cases 
are  registered  as  being  due  to  Pneumonia  and  Broncho- 
pneumonia. 


Influenza. — By  the  early  spring  this  disease  had  considerably 
abated,  leaving  the  remaining  months  of  the  year  practically 
free  from  it  except  in  a mild  form.  Twenty-six  deaths  are 
returned  as  primarily  the  result  of  Influenza. 

Malaria. — As  the  result  of  the  demobilization  there  are  a very 
large  number  of  ex-soldiers  living  in  the  area  infected  with 
malaria,  and  suffering  from  post  malarial  debility  and 
auajmia.  A very  big  proportion  of  them  are  still  subject  to 
frequent  relapses.  Up  to  the  present  there  is  no  evidence  of 
any  one  having  been  dii’ectly  infected  in  our  own  district. 
A centre  for  the  treatment  of  Malaria  has  been  established  at 
the  North  Devon  Infirmary,  where  a number  of  beds  are 
reserved  for  this  2Jurpos®- 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — There  was  no  death  recorded  from  either 
of  these  diseases,  nor  were  either  of  them  prevalent  to  any 
extent. 

Dysentery. — There  are  many  ex-soldiers  in  the  area  who  have 
recently  been  suffering  from  either  Bacillary  or  Amoebic 
Dysentery.  Many,  although  convalescent  and  cured  of  this 
disease,  are  still  subject  to  attacks  of  joeriodic  diarrhoea.  There 
is  no  evidence  of  any  of  the  civil  poijulation  having  contracted 
the  infection. 

Whooping  Gough. — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  certain  districts, 
mainly  Tawstock,  Fremington,  and  Westdown,  where  the 
schools  were  closed  for  a few  weeks.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Mumps. — This  disease  occurred  mainly  in  the  Braunton  and 
Heanton  districts,  where  it  sjiread  extensively.  The  Braunton 
Council  School  was  closed  for  a month. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Tuberculosis  Regulations  of  1912  require  that  every  case 

of  Tuberculosis  Disease  shall  be  notified. 

During  the  year  32  primary  notifications  have  been  received.

The  Barnstaple  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  seven  beds  for 
observation  purposes  and  for  the  treatment  of  advanced  cases. 
It  has  a large  out-patient  department.  During  the  past  year  the 
Devon  County  Council  have  taken  over  much  larger  premises  in 
the  town  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases. 

A Tuberculosis  Officer  is  stationed  at  Barnstaple. 

Notification  of  the  death  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  is  given  at 
as  early  a date  as  possible  by  the  Registrar  of  Deaths  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that  the  infected  premises  can  bo 
disinfected  as  soon  as  possible.

Its  School  has  an  accommodation  for 
70  children,  and  had  an  average  of  27.8  on  its  roll,  and  a per- 
centage of  81.2  attendances  for  the  year.  It  was  enlarged  in 
1905,  and  its  sanitary  condition  is  satisfactory. 

It  depends  upon  wells  for  its  water  supply. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  earth  closets. 

At  Arlington  Court  is  a modern  water  carriage  system 
discharging  into  a septic  tank,  the  overflow  of  which  is  discharged 
by  irrigation  over  fields.  A few  other  houses  are  similarly 
provided.

BRAUNTON. 

This  is  the  largest  parish  in  the  district,  comprising  10,355 
acres,  and  containing  one  large  village,  Braunton,  and  several 
small  hamlets,  notably  Knowle,  Saunton,  and  Vellator.  The 
population  of  the  parish  is  2,328,  and  is  an  increasing  one,-  and 
becomes  very  considerably  added  to  during  the  spring  and 
summer.  Number  of  inhabited  houses,  566,  increasing.  Rateable 
value,  £15,648.  Outdoor  relief,  £413  6s.  3d. 

The  Council  School  at  Braunton  is  able  to  accommodate  450 
children.  The  percentage  attendances  during  the  year  have  been 
— Boys,  90.1 ; Girls,  86.6 ; Infants,  80.5.  There  are  two  good 
private  .schools,  Chaloner’s  Endowed  School  for  Boys,  and  Miss 
Davies’  .School  for  Girls. 


Water  Supply. — Braunton  Village  obtains  its  water  supply  for 
springs  at  Buttercombe  Lane,  near  Ash.  The  collecting 
reservoir  has  a capacity  of  125,000  gallons,  and  yields  upon 
an  average  85,000  gallons  a day.  The  quality  of  the  water 
is  very  satisfactory. 

Saunton. — A small  hamlet,  consisting  of  a good  sized  hotel  and  a 
few  dwelling-houses,  has  a small  public  sujjply,  owned  by  Mr. 
Christie,  having  a storage  of  1,000  gallons. 

Knowle. — A fair  sized  village,  provided  with  a public  supply  from 
si^rings  in  a field  to  the  east  of  Castle  Lane.  The  storage 
reservoir  is  capable  of  holding  33,000  gallons,  and  the  mains 
gravitate  from  it  to  all  parts  of  the  village. 

Drainage. — Some  considerable  nuisance  has  been  caused  by  the 
overflowing  of  sewage  from  the  manholes  in  South  Street, 
and  Barton  Lane.  This  overflow  occurs  during  the  time  when 
the  sewer  is  tide-locked,  and  also  when  there  is  a heavy  fall 
of  rain.  Your  Sanitary  Surveyor,  IMr.  J.  Ackland,  has  pre- 
pared a scheme  for  enlarging  the  pipe  from  Sings  Lane  to  the 
outfall,  and  this  scheme  is  still  under  consideration,  and  will 
no  doubt  be  shortly  carried  out. 

Saunton  has  a small  sewerage  system  carried  to  septic  tanks  in 
the  Burrows.  With  the  ordinary  flow  of  sewage  these  tanks 
work  quite  satisfactorily,  and  the  overflow  is  discharged  on 
the  Burrows.  Considerable  trouble  has  been  caused  during 
the  heavy  rains  by  the  tanks  overflowing.  This  is  caused  by 
the  surface  water  being  allowed  to  flow  into  the  sewer.  This 
storm  water  should  be  carried  in  a separate  drain,  and  the 
County  Council  has  been  written  to  with  a vieAv  of  getting 
the  storm  water  drain  laid. 

Refuse  Disposal. — Scavenging  is  now  periodically  carried  out,  and 
the  refuse  is  deposited  in  a disused  quarry  at  Corril  Head. 

— Registered  Dairies,  35 ; Registered  Bakehouses, 
5;  Registered  Slaughterhouses,  4;  Factories,  3;  Workshops,

There  has  been  very  little  sickness  during  the  year  among.st  the 
children. 


There  is  no  sewerage  system  in  the  parish. 

The  water  supply  is  satisfactory. 

Disease  Incidents. — No  infectious  disease  has  been  notified  from 
this  parish. 
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INSTOW. 

Instow  is  a parish  of  1,700  acres,  situated  at  the  angle  formed 
by  the  junction  of  the  rivers  Taw  and  Torridge.  It  comprises  the 
village  of  Instow,  with  about  96  houses,  and  the  hamlets  of 
Worlington,  Instow  Town,  and  Bickleton.  Population,  648 ; 
Inhabited  houses,  155 ; Rateable  value,  £3,564 ; Outdoor  relief, 
£29  Is.  Od. 

The  cottages  in  the  parish  are  on  the  whole  in  a satisfactory 
state. 

The  School,  situated  at  Instow  Town,  is  a modern  one,  and 
has  an  average  attendance  on  its  roll  of  76.6,  and  a percentage 
attendance  of  84.8.  The  structure  of  the  school  is  in  every  way 
satisfactory. 

Instow  village  is  well  sewered,  and  discharges  its  sewage  at 
a point  south  of  the  Ferry,  untreated  into  the  Torridge. 

The  water  supply  of  Instow  is  obtained  by  an  extension  of 
mains  from  the  Barnstaple  Water  Company,  and  is  of  excellent 
quality,  both  from  a chemical  and  bacteriological  point  of  view. 

The  parish  has  urban  powers,  and  the  house  refuse  is  system- 
atically collected  by  the  Couneil’s  Contractors. 

Disease  Incidents. — Six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported 

during  the  year.  One  case  of  Tuberculosis. 
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KENTISBURY. 

This  is  a sparsely  populated  parish  of  3,149  acres,  containing 
a scattered  village.  Population,  285 ; Inhabited  houses,  74 ; 
Outdoor  relief,  nil;  Rateable  value,  £3,630, 


The  School,  which  has  accommodation  for  120  children,  has 
an  average  number  on  its  roll  of  38.5,  and  a percentage  attend- 
ance of  83.3. 

The  parish,  which  comprises  a part  of  the  watershed  area  of 
the  Barnstaple  Water  Company,  is  supplied  entirely  from  springs 
and  wells. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  cottages  is  on  the  whole 
satisfactory.  There  are  a few  residences  which  have  a water 
carriage  system. 

Disease  Incidents. — There  have  been  4 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  for  this  parish,  and  one  of  Tuberculosis. 
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LANDKEY. 

The  parish  of  Landkey  is  situated  about  3 miles  from 
Barnstaple,  and  has  an  area  of  3,188  acres,  and  contains  the 
village  of  Landkey,  which  is  composed  of  about  87  houses. 
Population,  624;  Inhabited  houses,  151;  Rateable  value,  £4,753; 
Outdoor  relief,  £96  6s.  Od. 

There  are  two  schools,  the  Landkey  National  and  the 
Wesleyan ; at  the  former  there  is  an  average  number  on  the  roll 
of  48.5  and  a percentage  attendance  of  87.6;  at  the  latter,  98.8 
on  the  roll,  and  a percentage  attendance  of  90. 

The  Landkey  Church  School  was  closed  on  account  of  Scarlet 
Fever  for  a few  weeks. 

Disease  Incidents. — There  were  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
during  the  year,  and  one  of  Tuberculosis. 
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LOXHORE. 

A pari.sh  of  1,553  acres,  with  a small  village.  Population, 
158.  Inhabited  houses,  45.  Rateable  value,  £1,516.  Outdoor 
relief,  £1  12s.  6d. 

The  School  is  a small  one,  having  an  average  number  on  its 
roll  of  16,  and  a percentage  attendance  of  93.7,

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There  is  no  school  in  the  parish,  the  children  attending 
Lovacott  School. 

Disease  Incidents. — There  have  been  no  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 


during  the  year. 
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PARRACOMBE. 

A parish  of  4,451  acres,  with  the  village  of  Parracombe,  about 
5 miles  from  Lynton.  Population,  347.  Inhabited  Houses,  77. 
Rateable  Value,  £3,636.  Outdoor  Relief,  £48  16s.  7d. 

The  cottage  property  is  old  and  some  of  the  houses  unsatis- 
factory. The  drainage  of  the  village  is  unsatisfactory.  Connec- 
tions from  water  closets  and  waste  water  drains  enter  a stone 
drain  belonging  to  the  Highway  Authority.  This  drain  passes 
under  the  main  road  through  the  village,  and  discharges  into  the 
river  Heddon  at  the  rear  of  the  Fox  and  Goose  Hotel.  During 
the  summer  when  the  stream  is  low,  a deposit  accumulates  in  the 
bed,  causing  a serious  nuisance.  Any  sewerage  scheme  for  the 
village  will  require  a proper  water  supply  for  flushing  purposes. 

The  present  water  supply  is  obtained  from  springs. 

The  School,  situated  in  the  vdllage,  has  an  average  number  on 
the  roll  of  47.5  and  a percentage  attendance  of  90.1. 

Disease  Incidents. — There  have  been  no  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 

during  the  year. 
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PILTON  WEST. 

A scattered  parish  of  1,028  acres,  immediately  adjoining 
Barnstaple.  Pojjulation,  110.  Inhabited  Houses,  18.  Rateable 
Value,  £2,373.  Outdoor  Relief,  nil. 

The  properties  are  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  state. 

Disease  Incidents. — No  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  reported. 
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SHERWiLL. 


The  parish  extends  over  4,759  acres,  and  includes  the  small 
village  of  Shorwill.  Population,  351.  Inhabited  Houses,  Go. 
Rateable  Value,  £4, ICG.  Outdoor  Relief,  £28  4s.  Cd. 

The  school  has  an  average  number  of  35.4  on  its  roll,  and  a 
percentage  attendance  of  91.8;  its  sanitary  condition  is  satis- 
factory. Many  of  the  houses  aie  very  old,  but  on  the  whole 
satisfactory.  The  larger  houses  of  the  parish  have  water  carriage 
systems  discharging  into  properly  constructed  cesspits. 

The  water  supply  is  from  various  wells  and  springs.  The 
jjarish  is  contained  within  the  water-shed  area  of  the  Barnstaple 
Water  Company. 

Disease  Incidents. — One  case  of  Erysipelas  and  one  case  of  Scarlet 


Fever  wei-e  notified  during  tlie  year. 
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STOKE  RIVERS. 

A parish  of  2,445  acres,  with  a fair  sized  village  about  700 
feet  above  the  sea  level.  Population,  193.  Inhabited  Houses,  42. 
Rateable  Value,  £1,987.  Outdoor  Relief,  nil. 

The  school  has  an  average  number  of  19.9,  and  a percentage 
attendance  of  88.9. 

House  property  is  in  a satisfactory  condition  considering  the 
age  of  some  of  the  cottages. 

The  village  has  a public  pump,  the  water  from  which  is  of 
good  quality. 

Disease  Incidents.— Notifiable  Diseases,  0. 
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SWIMBRIDGE. 

A parish  of  7,146  acres,  with  a village  of  120  houses  and  a few 
hamlets.  Travellers’  Rest,  Gunn,  and  Stowford.  Population,  1089. 
Inhabited  Houses,  267.  Rateable  Value,  £8,060.  Outdoor  Relief, 
£135  2.S.  8d. 

There  are  two  schools,  one  at  Swimbridgo,  and  at  Traveller’s 
Rest ; the  former  has  an  average  number  of  83.8  and  a porcoutago 
attendance  of  91  ; and  the  latter  20.6  and  87.8  respectively. 


This  parish  contains  a large  number  of  very  old  houses,  many 
of  which  are  not  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  for  the  village  is  obtained  from  springs 
rising  at  Indiwell.  There  is  a service  reservoir  of  a capacity  of 
25,000  gallons,  the  average  daily  supply  from  which  is  5,000 
gallons.  The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  regard  to  quantity  and 
quality. 

There  is  a modern  sewerage  system  for  the  village,  discharging 
on  to  a field  for  surface  irrigation. 

Disease  Incidents. — Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
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TAWSTOCK. 

A large  parish  of  6,381  acres  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Taw, 
consisting  of  a village  and  several  hamlets.  Lake,  St.  John’s 
Chapel,  and  Harracott.  Population,  832.  Inhabited  Houses,  193. 
Rateable  Value,  £6,629.  Outdoor  Relief,  £80  18s.  9d.. 

There  are  two  elementary  schools,  one  at  Tawstock,  and  one 
at  Harracott;  the  former  has  an  average  on  its  roll  of  60,  and  a 
percentage  attendance  of  86.8;  and  the  latter  44.6  and  86.3 
respectively.  Both  are  in  a sanitary  condition. 

The  parish  consists  of  many  farms.  The  drainage  and  water 
supply  are  similar  to  that  of  other  parishes. 

Disease  Incidents. — One  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred. .during  the

The  school  has  an  average  on  its  roll  of  85.8  and  a percentage 
attendance  of  83.1.  It  is  in  excellent  structural  condition. 

In  the  village  practically  all  the  houses  are  connected  up  to  a 
modern  sewerage  system,  the  outfall  of  which  has  been  extended 
some  96  feet  further,  and  discharging  into  a field  some  280  feet 
from  the  roadway. 

The  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  springs. 

Disease  Incidents. — No  cases  reported  during  the  year. 
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WESTLEIGH. 

A parish  of  2,466  acres,  including  the  village  of  Westleigh 
and  the  adjacent  hamlets  of  Southcott  and  Eastleigh.  Population, 
431.  Inhabited  Houses,  103.  Rateable  Value,  £3,380. 

Average  number  on  roll  of  school,  80.6 ; percentage  attend- 
ance, 89.9. 

A 'modern  system  of  drainage  exists  for  the  village,  which 
discharges  into  the  Torridge,  and  to  which  practically  all  the 
houses  are  connected. 

The  properties  throughout  the  parish  are  in  a fair  structural 
condition. 

Disease  Incidents. — No  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  during  the  yciir. 
Tuberculosis,  2 cases.

SANITARY  INSPECTORS’  REPORTS. 

Red  House, 

Castle  Street,  Barnstaple. 

4th  March,  1920. 

Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  nine  months,  having  resumed 
my  duties  after  my  return  from  Active  Service  on  April  1st.  I 
then  took  over  No.  1 District.  A list  of  the  work  accomplished 
in  each  parish  is  shown  on  the  Tabulated  Summary. 

Pcrriianent  Records. — Permanent  records  are  kept  of  all  inspec- 
tions made  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.  I 
have  made  a point  cf  carrying  out  a systematic  house  to  house 
inspection  in  Fremington  Parish,  the  houses  in  Bickington 
Village  having  been  completed,  and  a good  portion  of  the 
rest  of  the  pari.sh ; 116  inspections  in  all  have  been  made  in 
this  parish.  The  requirements  cf  many  of  the  notices  served 
have  been  complied  Avith,  but  where  structural  alterations  are 
necessary,  many  of  the  owners,  although  willing  to  have  the 
repairs  executed,  are  unable  to  get  the  necessary  materials. 
No  doubt  this  difficulty  will  soon  be  overcome. 

Housing. — The  erection  of  new  houses  have  been  practically  at  a 
standstill  during  the  year.  Only  four  plans  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  houses  having  been  before  the  Council. 
These  were,  one  at  Bi, shop’s  Tawton,  one  at  Swimbridge,  and 
two  at  Braunton.  The  two  former  are  now  nearing  com- 
pletion, but  the  latter  have  not  yet  been  commenced.  Twenty 
plans  have  been  submitted  for  alterations  and  additions  to 
premises ; most  of  these  have  been  carried  out  and  have 
affected  a great  improvement  on  the  properties  concerned. 

Saunton, — I received  a number  of  letters  during  the  summer 
months  complaining  of  the  nuisance  created  on  Saunton 
Burrows  by  people  camping  there.  I visited  the  place  and 
found  there  were  about  twenty  Avooden  huts  and  several  tsnts 
pitched  in  the  sandhills.  The  huts  Avere  kept  in  good  style, 
and  each  was  provided  with  sanitary  arrangements,  but  some 
of  the  tents  were  in  a very  dirty  condition.  The  nuisances 
complained  of  vrere  caused  as  much  by  day  trippers  as  by 
campers.  The  Council  have  applied  for  powers  to  make  Bye- 
laws for  controlling  the  foreshore,  so  in  future  these  nuisances 
shoidd  not  re-occur. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders, — I have  inspected  a 
considerable  number  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  district. 
Many  of  the  cowsheds  are  of  a A-'ery  small  type,  but  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  coavs  are  turned  out  to  grass  during 
the  day,  and  are  only  brought  in  for  milking.  A considerable 
number  of  the  sheds  haA’e  been  improved,  structural  defects 
have  been  remedied,  means  have  been  provided  for  the  better 
lighting  and  A'^entilation  of  same,  and  also  for  drainage. 


A large  quantity  of  milk  is  exported  out  of  this  district 
particularly  to  Barnstaple  Town  and  Ilfracombe,  and  recently 
some  of  the  Dairymen  of  Braunton  have  been  sending  their 
supplies  to  Exeter.  The  milk  supply  is  generally  satisfactory, 
as  most  of  the  dairies  are  well  kept,  and  I have  always  found 
that  considerable  care  is  taken  in  the  cleansing  of  the  milk 
vessels  and  utensils. 

Infectious  Disease. — A considerable  amount  of  w’ork  has  been 
entailed  during  the  year  in  investigating  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease.  A glance  at  the  Tabulated  Summary  will  show  that 
these  cases  have  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 
Immediately  on  receipt  of  notification  from  the  Medical 
OflBcer  of  Health,  the  infected  house  is  visited  and  inquiries 
made  as  to  possible  source  of  contact,  means  of  isolation,  milk 
and  water  supply,  and  sanitary  conditions.  If  children  are 
affected  the  Head  Master  of  the  School  concerned  is  notified, 
and  also  the  School  Attendance  Officer.  When  the  patients 
are  certified  by  the  Medical  Practitioner  to  be  free  from 
infection,  the  infected  house  is  disinfected. 

SEWERAGE. 

Braunton. — Considerable  nuisance  has  been  caused  in  South  Street 
by  the  overflow  of  sewage  from  the  manholes.  In  times  of 
heavy  rain  the  existing  pipes  are  not  large  enough  to  carry 
the  volume  of  water.  I have  prepared  a scheme  for  relaying 
the  portion  of  the  sewer  from  Sings  Lane  to  the  outfall  with 
18  inch  pipes.  The  scheme  is  still  under  consideration. 

Saunton. — Last  August  a serious  nuisance  was  caused  on  the 
sands  at  Saunton  by  the  bursting  of  the  sewer  at  the  foot  of 
the  sandhills.  I immediately  had  the  pipe  repaired.  This 
old  sewer  was  only  taking  the  drainage  from  four  large 
houses,  and  as  a new  system  of  sewers  have  been  laid  at 
Saunton,  I have  had  these  houses  connected-  to  the  new 
system  which  discharges  into  the  septic  tanks  on  the  Burrows. 
This  system  works  satisfactorily  with  the  ordinary  flow  of 
sewage,  but  in  times  of  heavy  rain  the  septic  tanks  overflow, 
causing  a nuisance  on  the  Burrows.  This  overflow  is  caused 
by  the  large  amount  of  surface  water  that  enters  the  sewer, 
as  several  road  gullies  are  connected  to  the  same.  The  Main 
Road  Authority  of  the  County  Council  has  been  written  to 
calling  upon  them  to  provide  a storm  water  drain.  If  storm 
water  was  prevented  from  gaining  access  to  the  sewer,  the 
drainage  system  would  be  satisfactory.

Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  first  annual  report, 
having  been  appointed  from  the  Gth  of  January,  1919,  and  in  so 
doing,  I have  shown  in  tabulated  form  all  the  figures  required  and 
records  of  all  inspections  made. 

House  Inspection. — Many  houses  have  been  inspected,  and  per- 
manent records  made,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  Tabulated 
Summary,  notices  were  served  in  most  cases,  many  of  which 
have  been  complied  with. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders. — I have  visited  and 
inspected  a considerable  number  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  in 
the  district,  and  find  that  most  of  them  are  kept  in  a very 
satisfactory  condition,  although  in  many  of  the  dairies,  I find 
that  they  are  used  for  the  storage  of  bread,  meat,  and  other 
articles  of  foodstuff,  which  is,  of  course,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  above  Orders.  Several  cowsheds  were  found  to 
be  structui’ally  defective,  and  in  consequence  it  was  expedient 
to  servo  informal  notices  in  order  that  such  defects  should 
bo  remedied.  Many  new  regulations  have  been  made  during 
the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Marwood,  Higher  Muddiford  Well. — This  dip  well  which  had 
become  in  a very  dilapidated  condition  and  liable  to  pollution 
from  surface  drainage,  has  now  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out, 
and  put  in  a good  state  of  repair,  a new  door  and  door-frame 
having  b*en  provided;  the  ground  immediately  surrounding 
the  well  has  been  excavated  and  filled  in  with  cement  concrete, 
and  formed  to  slope  away  from  the  well ; a stoneware  drain 
has  also  been  provided  in  order  to  carry  the  overflow  away  to 
a safe  distance,  thus  preventing  the  well  from  becoming 
polluted  by  surface  drainage. 

Swimbridge. — The  water  supply  to  this  village  is  derived  from 
springs  rising  at  Indiwell,  which  yield  on  an  average  about 
5,000  gallons  per  days,  but  during  portions  of  last  sammer, 

. owing  to  the  abnormal  dry  weather,  the  supply  became  very 
low,  consequently  the  school,  which  is  situated  practically  on 
a level  with  the  intake  at  Indiwell,  was  deprived  of  its  supply 
for  a considerable  time.  This,  however,  was  rectified  when 
the  rainy  season  came  on,  and  the  supply  to  the  village  and 
school  iS'iiow  very  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


Swimbridge  Sewer  Outfall. — In  consequence  of  complaints  I have 
found  it  necessarj'  to  cut  irrigation  cliannels  along  and  across 
the  meadows  near  the  outfall  in  order  that  the  sewage  may 
irrigate  over  the  meadows  before  finding  its  way  to  the 
stream.  This  method  having  been  deemed  necessary  in  con- 
sequence of  the  outlet  having  become  in  a very  unsatisfactory 
condition,  and  the  sewage  therefrom  was  emptying  into  the 
stream  practically  in  its  crude  state.  The  beds  at  the  outfall 
are  now  being  thoroughly  cleansed.  In  the  meantime,  the 
present  system  of  irrigation  is  working  very  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses. — The  slaughter-houses  in  this  district  have 
been  frequently  inspected,  and  many  minor  defects  and  lime- 
washing have  been  carried  out.  Several  having  been  closed 
owing  to  the  businesses  having  been  given  up  during  the 
recent  hostilities,  and  have  not  since  been  reopened.  A 
slaughter-house  in  Shirwell  Parish  does  not  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  bye-laws ; I have  served  a notice  on  the 
owner,  and  the  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  are  being 
carried  outj  when  the  work  is  completed  application  will  be 
made  to  the  Council  for  a slaughter-house  licence.
